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Collecting Type Coins by Date 

by J.D.Parsons 


F or nearly a century (since the publication 
of Heaton's book on mintmark varieties), 
the most popular way to collect U S. 
coins has been by date and mintmark. Up un¬ 
til about 20 years ago, a young collector 
would get started by filling up a penny board 
or coin folder with, say, Lincoln cents found 
in pocket change. After a while most of the 
common dates would be filled in and perhaps 
a dozen 'holes” would be left; 1909-S VDB, 
1914-D, some of the rarer mintmarked pieces 
in the 1920s, 1931-S, etc. For these "keys” the 
collector would either purchase them from a 
dealer if he could afford to do so, or abandon 
the collection if he could not. The goal was 
always a complete set of date and mintmark 
varieties. 

The more advanced collector could go on 
to other things within the same kind of 
collecting. For example one could try to ob¬ 
tain a complete set of Lincolns in BU fully 
struck condition. As coin values climbed in 
the 1950s and 1960s, the prices of some of 
these dates, especially 1914-D and 1922 
"plain" became prohibitively high in this con¬ 
dition, and other dates such as 1921-S, 1923-S, 
1924-D, etc,‘were found to be unobtainable at 
any price. Or tiring of Lincoln cents, the col¬ 
lector could try another series. The trouble 
was that in almost every series there was one 
or more rare "key" dates which were so ex¬ 
pensive that completion of the set became 
impossible within the collector's budget: the 
1918/7-D Buffalo nickel, the 1916-D Mercury 
dime, the 1918/7-S quarter, the 1921-PDS half 
dollars, the 1895 and 1893-S dollars are a few 
examples. 

And even if a complete set could be put 
together one had a string of coins of only one 
design type with only the dates and mint- 
marks different between the coins. And date 
collecting of the older 19th -century coins was 
usually out of the question for all but the 
most wealthy collectors (a few top collectors 
have tried it: Louis Eliasberg, Samuel 
Wolfson, R.J. Miles, Jr., Reed Hawn, etc., but 
there have not been many). There are not 
many collectors today for example that could 
afford to put together a complete set of bust 
quarters from 1796 to 1838 in any grade. 

Thus balooning prices for key dates and 
shrinking availability led to the birth of 
"type" collecting. Here the goal of getting a 
complete string of dates is abandoned and 
one attempts instead to get representative 
pieces of every design type. This eliminates 
the problem of most key dates. One need not 
be concerned about the very high price for a 
1901-S Barber quarter when the common 1892 
will do just as well. Only one Barber quarter 
is needed to illustrate that design, and a com¬ 
mon one does the job just as well as a rare 
one. But many of the early design types are 
rare and expensive in themselves and most 
collectors cannot afford items like the 1796 


dime, quarter or half dollar (all necessary 
coins for a complete set), the 1795 silver 
dollar, the 1808 quarter eagle to name a few 
So a complete type collection is out of the 
question for most people. Also a continuous 
run of dates represents a fascinating attrac¬ 
tion for many collectors, and this is something 
a type collection cannot provide. (Note: The 
fascination with a continuous string of dates 
is probably partly psychological; a continuous 
string of dates provides a kind of link with the 
distant past, and we know that nostalgia has 
always been a widespread human pursuit). 

Both types of collecting have their appeal, 
to be sure. The type collector would argue 
that he is not limited to a monotonous set of 
coins differing only by date, but can display a 
parade of different design types extending 
back to the 1790s. The date collector will 
maintain that nothing can match the beauty 
and fascination of a complete set of matched, 
iridescently toned Indian cents, for example. 
The two types of collecting appeal to fund¬ 
amentally different kinds of people We 
would call the type collector a generalist; this 
is the type of person that likes to know 
something about nearly everything, but usual¬ 
ly shuns from getting bogged down in too 
much detail on any one subject. Generalists 
often branch out further into world coins, an¬ 
cients, stamps, antiques, and other related 
hobbies. The date collector, on the other 
hand, is apt to be that other type of personali¬ 
ty, the specialist. This is the type of person 
who thrives on minute detail and likes to 
analyze cause and effect. In his collecting 
life, the specialist will often go into fields like 
large cents by Sheldon varieties, colonials, 
bank notes by signature combinations and 
similar pursuits. 

Anyway, the point of this article is that 
there is a third type of collecting that can 
provide a little of everything —a wide variety 
of design types and a continuous string of 
dates going back to 1793. Consider assem¬ 
bling a complete date collection 1793-1980, 
but with no regard to denomination. For any 
given year one can use the most common de¬ 
nomination struck with that date. What one 
winds up with is a set of coins representing 
every single year of operation of the U.S. 

Mint, and at the same time a diversity of 
design types equalling a type collection! And 
best of all, a complete set can be put 
together for far less money than a type set! 
The reason for this is that this kind of collec¬ 
ting is uniquely compatible with early mint 
practice. Until the 1830s, the U.S. mint tended 
to concentrate on some denominations over 
others, so that in almost every year one or 
two denominations were struck in large quan¬ 
tities, while the others are either rarities or 
nonexistent. As a guide to readers that might 
be thinking about attempting this kind of col¬ 
lection, let's look at some of the more dif¬ 


ficult and interesting dates: 

1793. This is apt to be the most expensive 
date in the set. One can only choose the half 
cent or large cent. The 1793 Wreath is 
reasonably priced in the lower grades. The 
collector on a small budget may be able to 
find one in Fair or Poor condition for as little 
as $150 to use as a filler until a better 
specimen can be afforded. 

1794. All of the silver coins of this year are 
scarce, but again one can use the relatively 
inexpensive cent or half cent. The same is 
true, to a lesser extent, of 1795 and 1797. 

1796. All of the silver coins are rare and the 
half cent is extremely rare. However the cent 
of this year is fairly common and even 
available in Unc. (for a price). 

1798. Here the only sensible choice is the 
common large cent. 

1799. A key date. The cent is rare, and the 
only silver coin struck was the draped bust 
silver dollar which, while somewhat expensive, 
is the most common date bust dollar. 

1800-1803. Here one can use the cents or 
half-cents (except for 1802). 

1804. The cent and all of the silver coins 
are rare, but luckily the 1804 half cent is very 
common and always available for a very rea¬ 
sonable price. 

1805-1809. The half cents will be the lowest 
in price although cents and half dollars are 
also easily available for these years. 

1810-1814 For these years the half dollars 
are available although the 1814 dime is not 
too expensive 

1815. A key date, like 1799 and 1804. No 
copper coinage was struck due to the War of 
1812, and the silver and gold coinage was 
very limited. The 1815 half dollar is expensive, 
but the 1815 quarter is available for this year. 
The price is not too high, but finding a nice 
one will require a search. 

1816. Another key date. The cent was the 
only denomination struck due to a disastrous 
fire at the mint; fortunately the 1816 cent is 
common and obtainable for a very low price. 
Thousands exist in Unc. condition, thanks to 
the Randall hoard. 

1817-1836. None of these dates present any 
difficulties. Half dollars of all dates are ob¬ 
tainable, as are cents (except 1823). Half cents 
of some of these years are very inexpensive. 

In addition many dates are represented by 
common bust dimes and half dimes which 
can be put in for diversification. 

1837-1876. Here again one can choose from 
a wide variety of different denominations, 
making it possible to put your own personali¬ 
ty into the set. Consider the two-cent piece 
for 1864, the three-cent nickel for 1865, the 
shield nickel for 1866 and the twenty-cent 
piece for 1875. For most of these years either

the cents or the seated dimes will be the 
lowest in price. 

1877. The copper and nickel coinages are 
rare due to an economic slowdown and a 
backlog of these in Treasury vaults. But the 
silver coinage is plentiful. 

1878-1904. Most of these dates can be filled 
in nicely by either common Indian cents, 
Liberty nickels, or Morgan silver dollars. Many 
of the Barber dimes in nice lustrous AU condi¬ 
tion can still be picked up at ridiculously low 
prices. 

1905-1920. Here the cents and nickels can 
be used with great success. Again for diver¬ 
sification one can use many different design 
types. The 1909 VDB cent and the 1913 Type 
1 buffalo nickel should definitely be used. 

The 1916 Mercury dime is still inexpensive in 
BU condition. 

1921-1922. A severe recession (depression?) 
in these years due to the spending orgy 
associated with World War I caused a cut¬ 
back in silver coinage. The 1921 Philadelphia 
cent or Buffalo nickel is available though. 
Consider the common Peace dollar for 1922. 

1923-1930. These dates provide no difficul¬ 
ty. A common standing Liberty quarter could 
be used for diversification, as could some 


common date gold pieces. 

1931-1933, Silver coinage practically 
stopped because of zero demand (this was the 
depths of the Depression). Fortunately the 
cents of these years were widely hoarded by a 
couple of large dealers and are readily 
available today in beautiful mint red Uncir¬ 
culated. The 1932 Washington quarter is a 
good one to use also. 

1934-1980. No problem at all with any of 
these years, thanks to past collectors and 
speculators who hoarded these coins by the 
roll. 

I hope that this discussion convinces you 
that it is not only possible to form a complete 
date set 1793-1980 of U S. coinage, but also 
quite feasible. In fact the only dates that will 
prove to be expensive are 1793, 1799, and 
possibly 1815. But all of the coins necessary 
are obtainable, although a challenging search 
will be necessary to get nice pieces of some 
of the early dates and full struck gems of the 
late dates. When you are finished, you will 
have a coin of every single date from 
1793-1980, a wide array of different design 
types and denominations, and if you stick to 
nice coins (generally Fine and up for 18th cen¬ 
tury, nice EF and up for 19th century and gem 


BU for 20th century) you'll have a superb 
display item and an incomparably diversified 
investment as well. The only drawback, if it 
can be called that, is the lack of ready-made 
coin albums to hold such a collection. But 
this is actually part of the fun because you 
can diversify and personalize your collection 
by putting in a wide assortment of different 
denominations. Finally in building such a set, 
if you study your coins you'll learn more 
about U S. coinage and economic history than 
you ever thought you could, and you'll be ab¬ 
solutely fascinated along the way! This may 
well turn out to be much more rewarding than 
any financial appreciation of the collection, 
although that is apt to be handsome too. You 
can probably get started easily with the coins 
you may have now. If you have a partial date 
set of Morgan dollars, for example, start fill¬ 
ing in the holes with other denominations, 
then work backwards to dates before 1878. 
Similarly if you are an investor and would like 
to become a numismatist, take out your port¬ 
folio and sort your coins by date; then make 
a want list of dates you need and start search¬ 
ing. If you try to add one coin per month, in a 
few years you'll be well on your way to 
finishing the set.

(as nearly always) towards 12:00. Contemporary with the large size 

shillings (1667-69) but ten times rarer.1750.00 

St. Patrick's farthing (Mark Newby). FLOREAT. / REX; no punctua¬ 
tion on reverse. Fine, charcoal patina, few old scratches not too 

noticeable, heavy rim break over PLE BS.235.00

1711 French Colonies. 30 deniers. Lyon Mint (D mintmark). VF 
overall, lightly porous as often on these debased silver pieces, usual 
tarnish at the rims. 4,200,000 of these authorized, according to 
Breen, and listed as very scarce.425.00 



1713 French colonies. 15 deniers. Metz Mint (AA mintmark). Fine, 
mostly bold, but with some inevitable light corrosion. Fully at¬ 
tributable and very rare; only 4 or 5 pieces located by Breen at the 
time of his 1976 study.425.00 


1739 French colonies, Sou marque (double sol of 24 deniers). No dot 
below D ( = first semestre striking). Amiens Mint (X mintmark). Heart 
on reverse to left of date for Charles I and II Spens, according to 
Breen; this only appears on 1738-41 dated pieces. Fine, lightly 
porous, obviously cleaned and retoned. Very scarce.149.00 



1739 French colonies. Sou marque. Lille Mint (W mintmark). With 
bar on obverse at 6:00 for Jean-Baptiste Baret. EF, steel and gold 
tones with traces of lustre around the rims. According to Breen, 1739 
is the only obtainable date from this mint.295.00 



1739 French colonies. Sou marque. Rouen Mint(B mintmark). AU condi¬ 
tion, probably Unc., but tarnish covers about 30 percent of surface, 
weakening some details. Otherwise toned a greenish-gold. Breen 
lists all coins from this mint as extremely rare. Probably only a half 

dozen or so1739-B coins exist.725.00 

Note: The background on the 1738-64 billon sou marques is given 
in the Breen article, page 68, from which we quote: "Louis XV issued 
an edict at Fountainbleau in October 1738 authorizing mintage of 
these coins from all of the French mints then in operation, without 
any limit on the amount to be coined. These pieces were to pass cur¬ 
rent at 24 and 12 deniers in Canada, Louisiana, and the Carribbean 
colonies— later also in Mauritius. They were issued because of the 
exhaustion of supplies of mousquetaires, and bear dates 1738-64 in¬ 
clusive. Relatively few mints issued them in 1738, but the vast majori¬ 
ty did in 1739, smaller numbers doing so in later years. The smaller 
denomination was issued principally in 1740, all other dates being of 
extreme rarity. . . . During their last few decades, they formed the 
principal colonial circulating medium in denominations below 7 
livres 6 sols. They were counterfeited in quantity. . . The coins were 
demonetized in 1763; the 1764's (and many 1763's) went to the Car¬ 
ribbean colonies. These late dates also continued to circulate in 
British Canada (after the 1763 Treaty of Paris) at a farthing apiece."

Heart with wedge-shaped piece cut out, for Jean-Louis Bergerle. VF, 
steel toning. Commonest date from this mint; pieces were struck 
here sporadically from 1739-62, and all dates except 1762 are rare. 
One for the type collector.350.00 
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1723 Wood's Farthing with Pattern D:G REX. Obverse 



1723 Wood's Hibernia farthing. The extremely rare variety with the 
obverse legend reading GEORGIUS / .D:G :REX. as on the 1722 pat¬ 
tern. Nelson-6, Taxay C-352, both of which list this as a pattern. The 
obverse die appears to be identical to the one used on the 1722 pat¬ 
tern AU, mottled chocolate and darker stains. Light diecrack from 
final A to 1 in date. Not over a dozen known, according to Taxay, 
and not listed above VF in that reference; listed as "ex. rare" in the 
Guide Book. One of these in VF actually sold at auction for $40 
back in 1914! More recently, Garrett 1261 (Unc.) went for $3500 last 
October A prize for the specialist, and an excellent buy at this price

1760 Voce Populi halfpenny. Nelson-4, CNL 2-A. So-called older head, 
legend VOCE + /POPULI; rev. HIBER N IA + + J760. R-1. EF, attrac¬ 
tive tan and olive with traces of underlying mint lustre. Few trivial 
planchet lamination splits on reverse, date about half off flan. One 
of the most common varieties, but very scarce in this splendid condi¬ 
tion. A superb AU example of this variety was a runaway at $2200 in 
the Garrett sale.

1760 Voce Populi halfpenny. The popular VOOE variety; the C is either 
closed by a die defect, or has been punched over an erroneous O. 
Nelson-3, CNL 7-E (R-3). Very Fine, slightly off-center towards 7:00 
(compare the CNL plate coin which is off-center towards 2:00). Light 
brown surfaces with a few minor stains, but quite pleasing. . 550.00 
Note: There are, at present, 76 known die varieties of these in¬ 
teresting pieces. An excellent study, including historical background, 
die variety descriptions, and a plate has been prepared by jerry 
Zelinka of Tulsa, Oklahoma and was published in the Oct. 7976 issue 
of the Colonial Newsletter (P.O. Box 4411, Huntsville, Alabama 
35802); copies may still be available from that source. The old Nelson 
and Vlack listings are now obsolete. We recommend this series highly 
to the serious collector. 

1787 Auctori Plebis token. Usual type with draped bust left, imitating 
the Connecticut cents. Good-4, dark and porous.59.00 



(1787) Auctori Plebis token. Bust faces right, different die than on the 
last. Atkins-8. Uniface (?). VG condition. Ex Garrett 1541. An unusual 
item and rare! .195.00 


Note: This variety was mentioned by Crosby on page 343: "We 
have seen two pieces with the head facing right, bearing the same 
legend with the obverse of this, but as their reverses bear a harp and 
the legend and date HISPANIOLA.!736[this is the old colonial name 
for Haiti] we of course do not class them, as some have done, with 
tokens intended for America. This mention of them is inserted, as we 
have heard of two impressions from the obverse die, the reverses of 
which have been obliterated, probably by attrition, and which from 
the legend have been considered rare varieties of the piece just 
described." We think it is possible that this piece was originally 
issued with a blank reverse, although we would need to see a sharper 
example to be sure. Comments from readers are welcomed. 


1785 Connecticut copper. Mailed bust right. Miller 3.4-F.1 (R-3). Very 
Fine, steel patina with some underlying glossiness.

Note: The Nova Constellatio coppers were made by Peter Wyon of 
Birmingham for G ouveneur Morris as a private speculation. The designs 
were obviously copied from the 1783 silver patterns designed under 
Robert and C ouveneur Morris. The All Seeing Eye of Providence was 
adopted from the Great Seal, and was probably first suggested by 
Franklin. The design emphasizes the importance of the spiritual welfare 
of the country over the material. Reportedly 50 tons of these lover 5V2 
million pieces) were specified in the contract, but it is not known 
whether all of these were actually struck, and judging from the known 
number of dies, probably not. We believe that all of these pieces were 
struck in 1785, despite the fact that some are dated 1783. For one thing, 
they were unknown in this country until late 1785, and even in early 
1786, newspaper articles were referring to them as if they were un¬ 
familiar coins. For another, John Ford has advanced the argument that 
Morris sent an agent to Birmingham, who brought with him one of the 
100 Unit silver Nova patterns to be used as a model in making the dies 
for the coppers, but Morris himself did not receive the 100 Unit piece un¬ 
til after May, 1784. The market value of the Nova Constellatios collapsed 
after lune, 1787 and they could no longer be circulated for the full value 
of a halfpenny. Inevitably they were then bought up in quantity by 
various mints making state coins and used as planchets for Connecticut, 
Vermont and New jersey coppers. However the worn condition of most 
of the Novas convinces us that they undoubtedly circulated for decades 
as cents after 1793.

Note: Albert quotes John Fiske in The Critical Period of American 
History (1888) on the momentous occasion of the Inauguration of 
Washington on the 30th of April, 1789: 

“One week later, on the 30th, came the Inauguration. It was one of 
those magnificent days of clearest sunshine that sometimes makes 
one feel in April as if summer had come. At noon of that day 
Washington went from his lodgings, attended by a military escort, to 
Federal Hall, at the corner of Wall and Nassau streets, where his 
statue has been lately erected. The city was ablaze with excitement. 
A sea of upturned faces surrounded the spot, and as the hero ap¬ 
proached, thousands of cocked hats were waved, while the ladies 
fluttered their white handkerchiefs. Washington came forth in a suit 
of dark brown cloth of American make, with silk hose and shoes 
decorated with silver buckles, while at his side hung a dress-sword. 
For the moment all were hushed in deepest silence, while the 
Secretary of the Senate held forth the Bible upon a velvet cushion, 
and the Chancellor Livingstone administered the oath of office. Then, 
before Washington had as yet raised his head, Livingstone shouted, 
-and from all the vast company came answering shouts,- Long live 
George Washington, President of the United States!' ".

Unique1815 Half Dollar 
With Chinese 

Counterstamp to be Offered 
in June Auction 



An interesting coin crossed our desk recently which we would like to 
share with you. It has been consigned to our June, 1981 auction sale It 
is an 1815 half dollar (the rarest date of the capped bust series), but 
counterstamped on the reverse in the area of the eagle's neck (see 
photo) with a round (approximately 3 mm diameter) counterstamp of 
presumably Chinese origin. The piece is the plate coin in the late John 
Willem's book "The United States Trade Dollar" (page 45, revised edi¬ 
tion), and was formerly the property of Mr. Willem. He writes about the 
limited quantity of U.S. coins circulating in China in the first few 
decades of the 19th century and then adds: 

"Not only United States silver dollars found their way to China. 
United States fractional silver coins were also intrinsic value pieces un¬ 
til 1853, and therefore so much bullion. The half-dollar was America's 
most plentiful coin at the time, and frequently used as specie in world 
trade. In the author's collection is a specimen of the rare 1815 50-cent 
piece bearing a Chinese chop mark, indicating its use in China, and 
earlier dated half-dollars are also known with this evidence of use in 
Chinese commerce. But except for such coined silver of the United 
States as found its way to China as specie, there was no formal use of 
the coinage of the United States as a medium of exchange in the China 
trade " 

In this period the bullion coin of the world was, of course, the famed 
Spanish milled dollar of 8 reales (the "pieces of eight" referred to in 
pirate tales). Minted in the hundreds of millions at several Latin 
American mints (all under Spanish colonial rule) they circulated 
throughout the world, and were a principal form of silver in this country 
until 1857. In the far east, Spanish milled dollars were the absolute stan¬ 
dard currency of account, and all other monies were either accepted 
grudgingly at a discount, or firmly rejected. The U.S. had large quan¬ 
tities of these bullion coins on deposit on various banks from extensive 
American trade with Latin America and the West Indies. But most of 
these coins, instead of being turned over to the U.S. mint for recoinage 
into U.S. coins, were promptly shipped out of the country by exporters. 

Vast quantities of Spanish dollars wound up in the Far East to pay for 
imported luxury items. Because the U.S. silver dollar was not widely ac¬ 
cepted in China, and the plentiful U.S half dollar even less, these 


Spanish dollars were the real currency of the import-export trade all 
throughout the first half of the 19th century. Willem speculates that 
some U.S. fractional silver coins might have arrived in China by acci¬ 
dent: "Presumably these arrived in chests of 'broken dollars' as fre¬ 
quently used in the records of the East India Company to denote frac¬ 
tional coin." Since so much of the specie was held for international 
trade, the U.S. Mint faced chronic shortages of bullion, and new U.S. 
silver coins could not meet the demand even in this country. As a result, 
the circulating U.S. money stock was in a deplorable state (worn and 
light-weight foreign coins, various halfpenny tokens and other coppers, 
much of it dating from colonial times, miscellanous scrip, paper money 
of dubious value, much of it filthy and ragged and often torn in pieces 
to make change, and so on). A newspaper article written in the 1820s 
blamed this situation for a loss of commercial confidence, spiraling 
prices, a dangerous extension of credit, an increase in crimes, and a 
decrease in the moral fiber of the population. [Does all this sound 
familiar in 1981?] One prominent economist of the times (William 
Cough) complained that the U.S was letting its currency suffer because 
of too many imported luxury items, and he compared this to a 
mechanic who barters his tools for the pleasures of the alehouse! 

Upon examination of the counterstamp itself, we find it is from a 
well-made punch and completely unlike the crude merchant chop 
marks stamped incuse on U.S. Trade dollars in the 1870s. Such finely 
made counterstamps were used by the Chinese on Spanish milled 
dollars (dated in the 1735-65 period but many were probably stamped 
much later). However the characters are thicker, more angular, and 
more modern-appearing than those typical on the 18th-century Spanish 
dollars. Our feeling is that the counterstamp is of 19th-century origin 
but several questions remain: 1) Is the counterstamp Chinese? 2) Of 
what period does it date from? 3) Is it an official mark of some kind or a 
private merchant stamp? 4) Does the identical stamp occur on other 
U.S. coins? If any of our readers can supply information on this unusual 
item, we'd like to hear from you (just write or call J.D. Parsons). 
Fortunately, that most often asked question about such items by non¬ 
collectors: "what's it worth" will be answered in our June auction sale, 
when the piece comes up for bidding.
